‘This, 
coupled with a memorial by a Censor Informing 
the Emperor of Lt Ching-ta‘a's relationship to Li 
Han-chang aod J. Hung-chang: made the 
Emperor suspect. that family {nfluence had 
more to do with the recommendation of Liu

Arate and reliable manuscript volume, weltten 
by a former Forelga Minister, Chao» Phya 
Rayviwongse, who held the port-follo during 
the last relgn, and'died some two and twenty 
years g0, has come Into our possession, 
siys the Siam Observer, and enables us to 
narrate, for the first tIme, the exact sequence of 
events which fed up to the Slamese occupation 
of the famous left bank of tha Mekong. It 
erveals a curious contrast to the dictum of M. de 
Lai essan and his carth-hungry compatriots, who 
fatricate storles about Annamite jurisdiction 
being exercised there up to ten or eleven years 
ago . ; 

In 1829, writes the historlan—who was an 
eyewitness of the occurrences which he records 
during‘ the relgn of H. M, Phra Nang Klao, 
the third King who had relgned in Bangkok, 
war was declared agaicst Siam by Anuk, the 
Chief of the Laos. “The pretext was that at the 
cremation of Phra Nang Ktao's father, Phra Putta 
Lot La, Anuk asked for a present ofa dozen girls 
out of the latter's household, and was refused. 
He returned to hls capital, Wienchan, highly 
Incenséd,-and ordered preparations to be made 
fok'a struggle with Siam, to whom he had 
previously paid tribute, A large force—estimated 
at the Improbable figure of 100,oco—descanded 
the Mekong under the command of Anuk's son, 
and captured all Siamese posts as far as Stang: 
treng, whilst Anuk, with anotherarmy, penetrated 
to Korat, Phra Nang Klao then despatched 

- bln uncle, the Second King, to repel Auuk, Phya 
Racha Suphawad! being sent agelast the other 
force at Stung-treng, Both succeeded in execute 
ing thelr orders, Anuk being compelled to flee 
to Annam, and Phys. Suphawadl teking 
possession of Wien-chan, on the left bank, 
opposite Nong-khai, Slam was therefore in 
actual fossesston, sixty-five yearn &go, 
territory which bod p-eviously been tributary to 
her, and which France has now wrested from 
her on pretence of having an older title, Phya 
Suphawadl was made Minister for the Noxthera 
provinces, and furnished with a strong force of 
soldiers In case the rebellious Anuk tried to 
re-take Wien-chan.

Phya Suphawadi’s forces hastened to 
avenge the tieacherous massacte, and. en- 
countered the rebel army near Suwanaphoon. 
In the méiée Anuk’s son, who was in ccmmand, 
nearly succeeded in slaying thé Siamese Minis- 
ter with bis own band, but missed his spear- 
thrust. and was wounded acd obliged to ‘flee, 
together with bls father, got 

‘Tbe King of Annam was very wrath when he 
heard of Anuk’s defeat, and scent Ambassadors 
to ask for a suspension of hostilltics, which were 
atill going on in the Laos Province of Lakon 
Phanom, They wee mistrusted, however, on 
account of Anok having bad Annamitds with him 
when he attacked Wat Klang, and, a quatrel 
atlsing in consequence: of thelr stvogance, they 
wero all killed except one.

thousand Siamese weie. massacred, The 
King of Siam therefore ieplied'to the demand, 
through his Ambasgador, that Phra Wichit and 
bis colleagues had done quite right according 
to the laws of war, and therefore could sot 
bs givens up, The reply incented the Ktog 
of Annam greatly, and he forthwith sent 
word to Bangkok that if peace was to be 


| preserved Phra Wichit must be punished 


and publicly: paraded through the | streets, 
{n the presence of the Annamite envoys who 
brought the letter, King Phra Nang Klao 
replied, as did bis grandson sixty years later, 
that the punishment and degradation of -a 
Stamene officer for doing his duty was not to be 
thought of, as dt would be utterly subversive of 
di clpline Among the offici-ls generally. He 
was, however, willing to promise, if Phra Wichit 
was found to have exceeded his duty, to degrade 
him [tp case he had, This did not satisfy the 
Kling of Acnam, who repeated his demand for 
Wichit’s sucrender, reminding: Phra Nang 
Kilao that when the Burmese asked him (the 
King of Annam) to join them {n conquering 
and dividing Slam, be refused, because the 
acheme was dishonest, He also gave other 
instances of his past friendship towards 
Slam. Phra Nang Klao replied that 
the debt was not all on one alde—-that 
Siam had helped to put the previous King 
of Annam on the throne. However, the two 
pations.ought.to continue filendly, and not bave_| 
trouble about the frontier, which was clearly 
east of the provinces of Plan, Champon, and 
Puong, having teen conquered by Phys Tak, 
the founder of Bangkok. whilst the only evidence 
tothe contrary was Anuk's pretended gift of 
that region td Annam. In September 1832 the 
Embassy conveying the answer to this returned 
and reported. that the King of Anaam, alter 
reading Phra Nang Kloo's letter, strack the table 
heavily with bis fist, ard apske vesy angrily, 
but did not address the Ambassadors at all. Two 
days later their presents were retorned to them, 


.aud they were requested to leave Annam. Phra 


Nang Kino was very wrath on hearing this, and

The contemptgoys reception accorded to the 
Slamese Fmbaesy by the King of Annam (1833) 
was amply repaid later on by Kiag Phra Nang 
Klaa; In 1936 tbe former monarch sent envoys 
to wttend tbe cremation of the late Second King 
here, with the usual gifts, They brought no 
letter to Phra Nang Klao, however, and be 
resented this by dally receiving the American 
Embassy, which bag arsived at the came time, 
and eotire'y {.noring the Annamites, They 
fo warded their, presents, but they weze returned, 
with a request (hat they ahould be taken away 
es econ es possible. The envoys took the 
bint, and embarked without delay, but as they 
salled down the siver they contemptoously hurled 
the gifts overboard. The {usult was reported to 
King Phra Nang Klao, who ordered an Instant 

vault of the insolent Embassy. They managed, 

awever, to effect thelr escape. An army, 
magnified to 200,000 men, wal at once 
despatched to Anna to avenge the {nsclt, and
